ing shall be eligible for the office of 
City Attorney. He shall received the

Section 8 states that the Police Judge 


shall perform such duties as may prop- 
' orly pertain to said office, anil which 
mav be Imposed ufx>n him by ordln- 


, anc e of the said Council, and shall re- 
1 colve as salary. In full compensation 


1 for his services, the sum of one thou- 
.i sand dollars per annum." 


Sections 9 and 10 say In substance: 


"Upon the City Council taking office 
it shill proceed tb the election of a 


;' Chief of Police, who shall be ex-officio 
! Chief of the City Fire Department. 


I The Chief of Police Is empowered to 


the assessed value of all real or per- 
sonal property in the city and made 
taxable by law for State and county 
purposes." 


Sections 21 to 31 inclusve deal pi in- 


clpally .vith the duties of city officers 
as does also section 33. Section 32 
reads as follows: 


"No debts shall be created directly or 


indirectly agalns't the city, nor shall 
any contract for supplies of water, gas, 
electric light or any other supplies for 
the city, or any other contract what- 
ever, made by or in behalf of the city, 
be of any validity for any period ex- 
ceeding one year, except as otherwise 
provided in this charter." 


Sections 34, 35 and 36 apply direct- 


ly to the county officers who now have 
the handling of the affairs of Reno at 
the present time and read as follows:

after come into his possession or under 
his control, belonging to the Town of 
Reno, Is hereby transferred to

Senator Tillmnn adopted a style of delivery and of 


language which, for him. was rather out of the ordinary. 
He was actually mil.l and almost conservative both in 
manner and diction. Hence it is not at all surprising to 
read In the press dispatches that the speech was listened 
to with interest, anil made a strong impression. 


Tillman Is really an able man. Unfortunately his edu- 


cation was much neglected in his youth. 
Nearly all of 


it was acquired somewhat Lite in life, and in mastering 
his facts to a vory great cxt-nt he ignored ihe art of pro- 
priety in speech. He cultivated a style calculated to please 
Illiterate :nen in the backwoods, but entirely out of place 
in the United States Senate. The severest of the strictures 
passed upon him have n.rt sone to the substance of what 
he has said, but to the language in which his ideas have 
been expressed. 


It is the more remarkable that Tillman should tone 


himself down upon this occasion because the subject is 
one upon which he feels stronsly ami deeply, liut he did 
so, and Judging !>>' the press synopsis anil the comments 
his speech was the most effective ever delivered by him 
in the I'nlted St;it"? ser.ate. He says truly that the peo- 
ple of the- north have dealt with the negro fiuestinn as a 
mere matter of theory, and that few. if any 
of 
them, 


would put their theories into practice if the question were 
brought riKht home ti> themselves. 
Kpually just is his 


observation that the I'resi.leti; has no moral right to out- 
rage the sentiment of almost the entire white population 
of the south by aupointini,' obnoxious negroes to office 
amons them, and he very pointedly directs attention to the 
fact that no negro.-* aie appointed or eiecied to office in 
the north, when- it is pretended that the sentiment is so 
strongly in favor <•( equality. He fired a center shot when 
he declared that he \\ould vote to confirm Hooker Wash- 
ington as a member of 1'residt-at Roosevelt's cabinet if the 
appointment were m.ide. 


The simple truth is. and it is perfectly plain, that the 


Republican leaders are not in favor of nutting nesroes 
into office anywhere except in the south, whore it is cal- 
culated to do the most harm, and where the feeling is the 
strongest against that policy. It is one thins,- to deal with 
the race question theoretically at long range and quite 
another to grapple with it at close quarters. To under- 
stand southern men's f»-etmKs with reference to this issue* 
we must put ourselves in their places, and view the prob- 
lem from their standpoint. 


Tillman seems to have made a speech that will carry 


weight, and if he wilt continue to discuss public questions 
in the language- of decorum he will very greatly increase 
his usefulness as n representative of his State.

In order to guard against depreciation and fluctuation, 
occasioned by the demand of the Philippines and the Brit- 
ish colonies for silver, is an endorsement of much OS the 
advocacy of what is known, and was known, as "Bryan- 
ism." 


It would be in order now for all of those who deserted

Pi ior to '96. Richard Hlanfl, known as "Silver Dick' 


the great champion of the cause of silver, voted for a ratio 
of other than 16-1, simply to prove that It was not so much 
the question of ratio, as it was a retention of both gold and 
silver as the basic money of the realm. 


There Is one thing. In all probability, that will be made 


clear, should President Roosevelt's idea be incorporated 
into the general statutes, and that Is, that silver, like gold, 
will cease to fluctuate in value Just as soon as a ratio la 
agreed upon. Should such result, (and such wtH result), 
another Democratic claim will have been demonstrated, 
and that is, that the arbitrary fixing by government decree 
of the value of sliver or gold for money purposes, removes 
the likelihood of fluctuations in price.—Concord (N. H.)
